I interviewad Whb Wise at 7i30 p.m. on Kovomber 29, I963, at 
1107 Camp, th« KBU)-TV Mewsrooa. 

'«'o« Wise said that abov* 3!0C p.m. Saturday, Sovawber 23, 1963, 
h8 was trying to retrace Laa Oswald's stops of the day before, 
as far a» they could. He had parited his aobll* unit on Houston 
Stro«t across from the TajKs Dspository Book Building. His unit 
was parksd headsd diagonally in a southsastsrly diroction. wise 
statsd tliat he rstumsd to his unit and as hs was using his 
radio to oonsaunioats with his offios, hs saw soaeona walking 
to the unit fr<»» the direction of the railroad tracks which ware 
located north of him. 

Mr. Wise stated he rolled the window up as the figure neared his 
unit but the person reoained outside until he completed his 
message. Wise said he thoa rolled the ndndow down and the 
aan stuck his hand in the window and said "I'm Jock Kuby". 
Wise then reeognlced hia. Jack Ruby then said "All this was 
a ahaffls and particularly for the President's children". Wise 
said he then told Ruby about going out to the Trade Mart and 
taking pictures of the box of saddles that had been a preswit 
to be given to the President for his children. He said that 
upon hearing this, iiiJtiy's eyes misted over. He did not start 
crying, howayer. 

Mr. Wise said that on Friday night, Bovsnbor 23, 1963, about 
11)00 p.m. or later he heard a broadcast over KLIF that gave 
what the announcer thought was soam excltaive lead or material. 
It concerned Mr. Henry Wade, the District Attorney, and gave Jack 
anby the credit for the lead. 

Mr. Wise asked Ruby about this Saturday afternoon and Kuby said 
"yes, he had givm that to thea and would have done the sans 
thing for him if ho had been there". Wee thought the announcer's 
name might have been Huss Knight. He was not sure about this 
and does not know a "Suss Knight". 

Kr. Wise also aald that the only tine he was in the City Hall 
was f roB IJ to 2 hours or more before the shooting, i*ien ho 
drove through the basemoit of the City Hall and let sosie 
oameraaan off. He did nst see any officers at the Kaln atraet 
entrance at this tine. He did not see Jack Ruby at all and 
there were vary few people in the bjisoiaont. 

Mr. Siso promised to let me know if he reraaiabared anything 
further. 
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
